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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The underline portions of claim 1 (line 8), claim 2 (line 8), claim 3 ( lines 9, 10, 14, 15), claim 4, and claims 
35-39 would require further consideration and/or search . 



Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Since none of the drawings in the application 
shows the limitations of claim 3, the specification is still objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for the claimed subject 
matter in claims 3-5, 34 and 37. Fig. 15 discloses the limitation for the embodiment in claims 1 and 2 only. Fig. 15 does not disclose 
the limitation for the embodiment in claim 3. Since the oxide film [110] of Yamazaki is formed on a region below a top surface of the 
epitaxial layer [103], the region is considered as a trench. Therefore, the oxide film [110] is considered as the element isolating insulating 
film. Yamazaki shows all the limitations of the claimed invention as claimed in claims 1, 2, 35 and 36. Since Dawson et al. (col. 9, lines 
60-64) show the dielectric layer [5] formed on the top portion of the trench [14], the composite layer [5, 80] is considered as the element 
isolating insulating film as claimed in claims 1-5 and 34-39. Dawson et al. show all the limitations as claimed in claims 1-5 and 34-39. 
Since claims 1-3 are amended in the amendment filed on 9/7/04, it is proper for the examiner to use new art and/or rejection to reject the 
claims and make the case final. 
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
